Priority 

1 . Receipt is acl<nowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), wliich 
papers have been placed of record in tine file. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 4 and 8 are objected to because of the following informalities: there is 
lack of antecedent basis for "the light source" in line 1 . Appropriate correction is 
required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1 , 2, 4, 5, 8 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being 
anticipated by Kaneko et al. [US 4,464,781]. 

Regarding claim 1 , Kaneko et al. discloses a slide controller for an audio mixer, 
in which a slide [4L-1 -4L-5] may be shifted along a limited path in a slot-shaped 
opening [see figure 4] in a front plate, characterized in that an illuminable element [4L- 
4, 4L-5, 4L-6, 4L-7] is provided which extends along the opening (figure 4, column 5). 
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Regarding claim 2, Kaneko et al. discloses the illuminable element appears as a 
luminous strip when looking onto the front plate (figure 4). 

Regarding claim 4, Kaneko et al. discloses the light source may emit multi- 
colored light (column 5 line 28). 

Regarding claim 5, Kaneko et al. discloses a light emitting diode is provided as 
light source (column 5 line 2). 

Regarding claim 8, Kaneko et al. discloses the light source is arranged on a 
printed circuit board (column 5 lines 2-3). 

Regarding claim 1 1 , Kaneko et al. discloses the illuminable element is provided 
in the opening (figure 4). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 3, 6, 7, 9 and 10 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

6. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Claims 3 and 6 recites the illuminable element is connected to a light conductor 
and is connected to a light source, which are not disclosed or suggested by the prior of 
record. 

Claims 7 and 9-10 are dependent on claims 3 and 6, respectively.
